“New York Times” diplomatic 
correspondent Leslie Gelb reported 
on Friday that a Pentagon study 
circulated two months ago had re- 
commended that Israel's military aid 
requesta be cut in half. Israel has 
requested $1,800m. in military aid 
and some $700m. in economic aid. 

Gelb, a former Pentagon officlal 
with close connections in the Ad- 
ministration, said that a decision 
on Israel's military aid will not be 
made until a diplomatic strategy 
for the Middle East negotiations is 
chosen, He added that decisions on 
economic aid to both Israel and 
Arab states will be the last step in

He expressed the wish that the 
Knesset's Labour Committee would 
approve proposals to double teach- 
ers’ pay, deduct the security factor 
from the housing costs and other in- 
centives to give Kiryat Shmona and 
the other development towns a bet- 
ter chance. He declared that the in- 
centives so far offered to teachers 
amounted to about [1.80 monthly, 
more than offset by higher transpor- 
tation, telephone and other costs. 

Some 75,000 former Kiryat Shmo- 
na residents today live throughout 
the country, having abandoned the 
town in the past 25 years, he said. 
Today's population is 16,000. 

In his refererice to Galilee's 
declining Jewish population, Mr. Sa- 
rid stressed that he was not refer- 
ring to kibbutzim and moshavim. 
“These forms of settlement cannot 
develop Galilee because there is no 
cultivable land left," he explained.

TEL AVIV. — Each government 
hospital has its own way of re- 
cording artificial (induced) and 
spontaneous abortions — with 
huge variations from hospital to 
hospital. 

This is stated by Meir Handels- 
man, head of the Department of 
Medical Statistics in the Health 
Ministry. Writing in “Public 
Health,” a quarterly published 
by the Ministry, he lists statis- 
tics submitted by seven different 
government hospitals which he 
declines to name. ἴα τὺ 

««.-dn one hospital, only 4.9 per 
cent of all the abortions were ar- 
tificial, In other hospital, 28.8 per 
cent, or more than five times as 
many were induced. 


One hospital lists only 1.3 per 
cent of all abortions as spontan- 
eous; another hospital lists 93.8 
per cent as spontaneous. 


The variations in the figures of 
hospitals who list abortions as 
“not specified” (no difterentia- 
tion between artificial and spon- 
taneous) is immense. In one hos- 
pital, there was only 0.7 per cent; 
in another, 93.8 per cent.

Argentina terror 
BUENOS AIRES (AP). — At least 
six persons were killed on Friday 
in separate terrorist attacks, one on 
the British Ambassador's residence 
and the other against police. 

Ambassador Derick Rosslyn Ashe, 
56, was inside his Georgian-style 
mansion early on Friday when a 
pooby-trapped car exploded outside. 
ὙΠῸ ambassador was not injured. 

A policeman was killed instantly, 
a night-watchman in a building 
nearby was blinded and seriously 
wounded, and several embassy ser- 


vice personnel cut by fiying glass. 1 


A second polkceman was also 
injured. 

Later on Friday two policemen 
and three presumed left-wing guer- 
Tillaz were killed in a gunfight near 
the Panamerican Highway several 
kilometres north of the capital. The 
attacks were part of a wave of 
bombings and shootings that rocked 
mumerovs Argentine cities in the 
past 48 hours. It was the third 
assault on the British chancellery- 
residence compound in nine months.

The guerrillas seek independence 
from Spain for the Basque country, 
where there always has been a 
strong separatist movement. The 
Basques enjoyed a brief period of 
autonomy under the Republic over- 
thrown by Franco's military rebel- 
Hon in the late 1930s. 

ETA is ἃ well-organized group, 
whose headquarters are sald to be 
ἐπ southern France, where many 
Basques live, 

ETA has taken responsibility for 
ἃ number of terrorist attacks, includ- 
ing bank robberies, bomb blasts, 
kidnappings and slayings — includ- 
ing the assassination of Spain's Pre- 
mier Luis Carrero Blanco in Madrid, 
in December, 1973. 

About 1.7 million Basques live in 
the three northern provinces. They 
are of a race whose origin still is 
undetermined, but is certainly the 
oldest surviving in Europe and 
antedates the Iberian tribes of 
Spain. They have their own ancient 
culture and a distinctive language.

‘Cut-price’ crude 
from Algeria 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Serious offers 
have been made to sell Algerian 
crude oi! over the next six months 
at $10.85 a barrel — 90 cents be- 
low the state oil concern’s current 
price, a well informed oil bulletin 
gaid here yesterday. 

The weekly “Middle East Econo- 
mic Survey" said the crude was ap- 
parently being put on the market 
by such firms as Renault of France 
and Fiat of Italy, which had con- 
tracted to buy large amounts of oil 
in return for the sale of trucks and 
buses to Algeria. 

The companies had apparently 
bought the oi] from Sonatrach, the 
Algerian state oil concern, at the 
regular second quarter price of 
$11.75 with 80 days credit. But since 
they were not end-users they had 
been cbliged to sell at a substantial 
discount to dispose of the oil. 


‘Commando’ bank 
raid in London 


LONDON (UPI). — Police picked 
up nine suspects during the night 
and recovered some cash and valu- 
ables taken in a commando-like rald 
on the Mayfair branch of the Bank 
of America, Scotland Yard said yes- 
terday. 

Six masked men with automatic 
pistols raided the bank just after 
it closed on Thursday, bound the 
staff and cracked the vault “like a 
child’s piggy bank.” They made off 
with about £300,000 in cash, and 
valuables that could raise the value 
of the haul to more than £1m. 

“We have nine persons assisting 
us with inquiries," a Scotland Yard 
spokesman said. He said “some cash 
and property has been recovered.” 

A spokesman said the quick round- 
up of suspects may have been helped 
by an underworld tip-off about plans 
for a big robbery in London. “We 
had been sitting on this for several 
weeks,” he said. “We knew a job 
was going to be pulled, but we did 
not know where or when.” 

Bank officials said it would be 
days before they determined how 
much was lost from 89 safety depo- 
sit boxes smashed open by the

DURING MY SABBATICAL year 
in the United States, I had many 
cecasions to meet American Jews 
from all walks of life. The over- 
whelming impression gained was of 
an unbelievable ignorance and lack 
of accurate information about life 
and social problems in Israel. The 
mass of American Jews, and even 
the educated Jewish leadership, have 
been bred for α quarter of a cen- 
tury on slogans, press releases, and 
official commentaries by He 
meaning Israeli government, J 

Agency, and public relations staffers. 

Appeals to American Jews have 
consistently been more to the heart 
than to the head, to stereotypes 
rather than to details, and to emo- 
tion rather then information and 
education. This is a shallow ap- 
proach which must surely boomerang 
in future. years. 

The one area where facts are 
presented to American Jews more 
extensively and openly concerns Is- 
rael's military situation. UJ-A. mis- 
sions have always been given frank, 
first-hand briefings by military per- 
sonnel on the defense situation. In- 
deed, this focus on survival has been 
the major theme which fundraisers 
could present effectively, honestly, 
and unequivocably. 

Social probiems in 
ever, are another kettle of fish. The 
appeal for “social welfare” funds 
has traditionally been framed around 
the “saleable-non-pathological” so- 
clal problems such as immigration, 
absorption, dependent children, re- 
fugees, and “orphans,” health ser- 
vices, and day care centres. All of 
these areas are seen by the public 
relations spokesman and fundrais- 
ers, and perhaps by potential givers 
— at least so the fundraisers be- 
lieve — as exogenous ills, that is,
